As Lousy, Frustrated Lovers 


ROME, May 23 (AP).—Despite 

, their reputation as skillful love- 
makers, Latins are portrayed as 
lousy, frustrated and presumptu- 
us lovers in a major survey. 

‘Parts of a three-year study 
entitled “Sexual Behavior of 
Ttalians,” based on interviews of 

‘ @ representative sample of 2,150 
men and women, were released 
yesterday. 

It showed, for instance, that 
10 per cent of Italian men and 
22 per cent of the women be- 

, tween the ages of 21 and 70 have 
never achieved “sexual serenity” 
in their relations. 

. Among those interviewed, one- 
fourth of the men and one-half 
of the women conceded having 
resorted to sex “only to please” 
their partners. 

And 19 per cent of men and 
46 per cent women said they had 
faked having orgasms, 

“I am shocked at the high per- 
centage of sexually unhappy 
couples,” remarked Prof. Giovanni 
Caletti, head of the Center of 
Sex Studies near Venice and au- | 
thor of the 400-page study. The 
survey will be published in book 
form shortly, but some results 
and excerpts were made available 


Prof. Caletti put muvh of the 
blame for sexual discontent on 
Italian men. “Basically. they © 
are bluffs,” he wrote. “They are 
betrayed by their presumptucus- 
ness. Instead of contenting them- 
selves with normal contribution, 
they constantly search for ‘per- 
formance. They fail and feel 
frustrated, sometimes as if they 
were castrated.” 

He called .uch presumptuous- 
ness a “national defect,” and con- 
sidered unsatisfied women “the 
silent sufferers.” 

Overall, Prof. Caletta said, his 
study found “ignorance” and “ir- 
responsibility” by both men and 
wor in sexual matters, 

And, according to the report, 
old taboos have yet to vanish. 
He says 53 per cent of Italian 
men still believe that their wives 
should not be completely nude 
during sexual acts in the first 
few months of marriage. 

He found that 43 per cent of 
the men and 52 per cent of the 
women abstained fror sex un- 
Jess they were in the dark. Thir- 
ty-one per cent of the men and 
25 per cent of the women were 
found to wave sexual relations on 
an average of twice a wees. 

The unfaithful were put at 25 
per cent among the men and 4 
per cent among the women

Kissinger Testifies His Role 
On Wiretaps Was ‘Passive’

WASHINGTON, May 3 
(NYT1.—Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger has contended in 
sworn testimony that he had 
played a “substantially passive” 
role in the wiretapping of 17 fov- 
ernment officials and newsmen 
that was undertaken between 
1969 and 1971 purportedly to stem 
unauthorized disclosures in the 
press. 

In @ deposition taken on 
March 30 in the civil damage 
suit brought by Morton Halperin, 
one of those whase home phones 
were tapped by the FBI, Mr. Kis- 
Singer repeated bis previous as- 
sertion that chief responsibility 
for the taps lay with former 
President Richard Nixon and J. 
Edgar Hoover, the late director 
of the FBI, The deposition was 
made public Friday. 

My. Nixon, in his own deposi- 
tion in the Halperin case last 
January, seemed to suggest that 
Mr, Kissinger was responsible 
for supplying the names of the 
first four people to be tapped— 
including Mr. Halperin. 

But Mr. Kissinger, in an earlier 
“interrogatory” in the case and 
again in the deposition, has 
Stressed that Mr. Hoover first 
supplied the names of Mr. Hal- 
perin and the three others. 


Leaks to Press 

Mr, Kissinger stated in the 
earlier “interrogatory” that he 
believed 2 White House meeting 
was held April 25, 1969, involving 
himself, Mr, Nixon, Mr. Hoover, 
and John Mitchell, then attorney 
general, to discuss the problem of 
leaks in the press. 

At that session, he said, “Di- 
rector Hoover identified four per- 
sons es security risks, and sug- 
gested thet these four be put 
‘under surveillance initially." Mr. 
Halperin, one of the top aides 
on the National Security Council 
staff which Mr, Kissinger then 
directed, was one of those four. 

Mr, Halperin stated on Friday 
that there is no record of such 
an April 25 meeting and that 
the evidence shows that Mr, Kis- 
singer actually selected the names 
to be tapped. 

Mr. Nixon, in his deposition, 
said that after a New York Times 
article appeared on May 9, 1969, 
disclosing secret bombing raids 
against Cambodia, he told Mr. 
Kissinger to inform Mr. Hoover 


of “any names that he considers . 


to be prime suspects.” for the 
leak, 2 
Identity of Four 

Given the inconsistency between 
Mr, Nixon's account and Mr. Kis- 
singer’s recollection, Mr. Kissin- 
ger was asked by Mr. Haiperin's 
lawyer in the deposition if he 
could still state “affirmatively” 


that he remembered Mr, Hoover 
identifying the four possible stcu~ 
rity risks. 

“Yes,” Mr. Kissinger replied, 
“because this was a rather star- 
tling piece of information to 
me.” 

“And the context of the discus- 
sion was, President Nixon asked 
him what could be done about 
the leak problem, rnd Mr. Hoover 
replied that the only solution was 
wiretapping, which had been done 
extensively, as I remember his 
words, in the previous administra~ 
tions. I have no evidence of 
that. but this is what he said.” 

Mr, Kissinger said that “My 
understanding was that the pres- 
ident ordered the whole program, 
and that this included the names 
of the people that Director Hoover 
had mentioned.” 

Throughout, Mr, Kissinger in~ 
Sisted that the wiretapping was 
not a major responsibility of his. 

“My role in this program was 
substantially passive." he said. 
Be added that he had no respon= 
sibility, in bis ewn mind, for end~ 
ing taps once they were started.

Lawyer Morris Ernst, Won 


NEW YORK, May 23 (NYT) — 
Morris I. Ernst, 87, the Intwyer 
who armed and won the land- 
mark federal court case that ‘ex- 
onerated James Joyce's “Ulysses” 
from tharges of obscenity, died 
Friday. 

‘Mr. Ernst, who waa celebrated 
for the of bis legal in- 
terests, followed his vittary in 
the “Ulysses” case of 1933 by 
gaming a key ruling by the 


- Bupreme Court in 1937 that up- 


held the constitutionality of the 
Wagner Act as it applied to the 
Press. This case pitted him, as 
counsel for the American News- 
paper Guild, against John Davis, 
the 1924 Democratic presidential 
candidate, an attorney for the 
Associated Press, 

The ruling established the right 
of newsmen to organize—a right 
that eventually encompassed 
Workers in all the news media. 

Mr. Ernst and Mr. Davis were 
tenacious adverseries, yet civiliz- 
ed enough to sit down together 
for a drink after they had argued 
their case, This sophistication 
was typical of Mr. Ernst. ἃ witty. 
tweedy, bow-tied man whose 
friends included jodges and 
jockeys, bankers and barristers, 
presidents and precinct poiliti- 
clans, 

Foe of Censorship 

Mr. Ernst’s major specialty was 
‘Mterary and artistic freedom. It 
was as a foe of official censor- 
Ship (his position on censorship 
drew the line at what he called 
“utter freedom”) that he argued 
the “Ulysses” case. The novel 
had been published in Paris in 
‘1922, and blue paperbound copies 
had been smuggled into the Unit- 
ed States for 10 years. Tts reputa- 
tion for literary excellence was 
mafched in those years by its 
fame as an “ocscene” work. 


In 1933, Random ‘House. a 
then relatively new publishing 
firm run by Bennett Cerf and 
Donald Elopfer, sought to im- 
port the novel for publication 
here. The United States acted 
to confiscate the book under the 
Tariff Act of 1930. which for- 
bade the importation of obscene 
works. The government contend- 
ed that “Ulysses” was obscene be- 
cause of its sexual frankness and 
because of its four-letter words, 

Mr. Ernst was counsel for Ran- 
dom House in the triel of the 
issue before Judge John Woolsey 
of Federal District Court in New 
York, He argued that “Ulysses” 
should be considered in its en- 
tirety, and that 50 regarded it was 
2 work of literary merit, not of 
pornography. 

The judge agreed with Mr. 
Ernst, writing in his opinion that 
the novel “is brilliant and duil, 
intelligible and obscure by turns, 
In many places it seems to me 
disgusting, but although it con- 
tains many words usually con- 
sidered dirty, I have not found 
anything that I consider to be 
dirt for dirt's sake. Each word 
of the book contributes like a 
bit of mosaic to the detail of the 
picture Joyce is seeking to con- 
struct for his readers.”

Is Producing Torpedo 


To Home In on Submarines’ Noise 


WASHINGTON. May 23 (AP).—Sometime this year. the 
Navy will introduce into its arsenal Captor, a device fring 
8 torpedo that can bome in on the sound of an enemy sub- 


marine. 


Captor can be dropped into the ocean from an airplane 
or eased in from a ship or submarine, according to Navy 
spokesmen. It consists of a heavy lead plate. a thick wire, 
a floating cylinder and the torpedo capable of chasing down 


the sound of an enemy sub. 


The lead plate sits on the ocean bottom, the wire running 


to the cylinder floating above. 
cylinder. 


The torpedo rests insidé the 


When a submarine gets close enough, the torpedo bursts 
from the cylinder triggered and directed by the sound of the 
target vessel's engines. If it misses, the torpedo will travel only 
so far, then change direction in hopes of getting a second 


shot at the submarine. 


Pentagon sources said the torpedo can discriminate between 


enemy and friendly submarines. 


Contracts for production of 130 Captors were awarded 
this year to Goodyear Aerospace Co. at a cost of $20 million. 
They are to be distributed to various Navy installations, but 
none are to be emplaced. Another 480 Captors are to be 
Produced by next summer at a cost of $60 million. 


Anti-Tank Arms Said to Stir 
Soviet Army Strategy Debate

WASHINGTON, May 23 (NYT), 
—~An intense debate bas broken 
out within the Soviet Army, 
Which bas long stressed the use 
of armored forces. over whether 
new anti-tank weapons should 
force ἃ change in Soviet military 
doctrine, a defense analyst has 
concluded. 

The Soviet Army, which more 
than any other army in the world 
ἧς built around tanks and armor- 
ed personnel carriers, has been 
committed to the eoncept of a 
quick offensive of armored forces 
to overcome the defenses of 
NATO forces. It now gppears that 
Soviet Army leaders are under 
considerable pressure to justify 
continued reliance on the doctrine 
of armored offensives in view of . 
the advent of πεν anti-tank 
weapons, 

‘Dramatic About-Face’ 


The Soviet military debate was 
described by Phillip Karber, a 
Defense Department consultant 
and director of strategic studies 
at BDM Corp. ἃ private research 
group in Vienna, Va, in an ar- 
ticle appearing in the May issue 
of the journal Survival, published 
by the Internationa] Institute for 
Strategic Studfes in London. 

On the basis of sn analysis 
of Soviet military writings, Mr. 


Karber found a “dramatic about- 
face" among Soviet military au- 
thorities about the survivabilities 
of their tanks and armored vehi- 
cles. The reappraisal followed 
the 1973 Middle East war, in 
which anti-tank guided missiles 
used by both the Arab and Israeli 
infantry forces were highly effec- 
tive against tanks. 

Within the last year. Soviet 
military journals have published 
more than 50 analytics! articles 
discussing the impUcations raised 
by the effectiveness of anti-tank 
weapons τι the Mideast war.

U.S. Clears Iran Plan to Give 


Arms to Morocco Via Jordan. 


By Leslie H. Gelb ‘ 


WASHINGTON, May 23 (NYT, 
The United States has apprav- 
ed a plan for Iran to provide air- 
craft and artillery to Morocco 
using Jordan as 2 conduit, ac- 
cording to State Department and 
Pentagon officials. ᾿ 

But the officials said that this 
transfer, designed to improve the 
Morocean oiilitary position 
against Algeria, is in jeopardy 
because of the unwillingness of 
the Jordanian Air Force to part 
with its F-5A fighters. ‘ 

The Shah ef Iran. described 
as the originator of the plan. re- 
portedly did not want to provide 
the arms directly to Morocco. He 
is sald to have felt that the area 
was outeide his sphere of infiu- 
ence. 

Shah Mohammed Reza Pah- 
levi's ability to give away 26 air- 
eraft, 36 106-mm recoilléss rifles 
and 16 155mm howltzers—valu- 
ed in excess of $10 million— 
demonstrates the extent of Irin's 
military power and the Shah's 
willingness to trade on it. 

Pivotal Position 

The role played by the United 
States in the plan shows that 
it still occupies 2 pivotal posi- 
on in quietly moving substen- 
tial amounts of armaments 
around the world. 

This roje is taken as a portent 
of the future by a number of 
administration officials who be- 
Neve that sales of conventional 
arms will decline, weapons will 
become too costly for most buy- 
ers and transfers of military 
equipment from one buyer to an- 
other may occur more frequentiy,

diminisbed somewhat because of 
lessening tensions between Al- 
seria and Morocco over the West- 
em Sahara, which is rich in 
phosphates.

States. The United States has 
several intelligence aud commu- 
nications facilities tn Morocco. 

During the last five years, Iran 
has purchased billions of dollars 
worth of arms and communica- 
tion equipment irom the United 
States to modernize its armed 
forces, Under U.S. law, written 
into the sales contracts, US. ap- 
proval must be obtained before 
the original buyer can transfer 
the arms to another nation. 

The idea for the transfer to 
Morocco arose in March, after. 
Spain turned over the administra- 
tion of Western Sahara to Mo- 
rocco and Mauritania. The turn- 
over caused a conflict between 
Morocco and Algeria. Algeria was 
calling for Saharan self-determi- 
nation and backing the Polisario 
Front rebels in the area.

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France and Lebanon 


When Kamal Jumblat, as leader of the 
leftist Moslems, professed astonishment at 
French President Giseard d'Estaing's pro- 
posal to send peace-keeping troops to 
Lebanon, one could only assume that he 
Knew little of the history of his country and 
especially of that of his own Druze com- 
munity, For the French interest in Leb- 
anon goes far beyond the League of Nations 
mandate that followed World War I; it dates 
at least from the Crusades, was spelled out 
im some measure in the middle of the 18th 
century. when the Ottoman Empire granted 
France the right to sneak for Christians 
under Turkish rule, and became explicit in 
1860, when Napoleon [II sent an expedition 
to what was then Turkish Syria after the 
Druzes—heretical Moslems—imassacred some 
11.000 Maronite Christians there. 

It was Napoleon ΠῚ who secured the 
separation of Lebanon from Syria under a 
Christian governor; the mandate that fol- 
lowed the breakup of the Ottoman Empire 
thus had deep historical roots. 

It was this historical context that President 
Giscard evoked on his return from his offi- 


cial visit to the United States, wheré, in New 
Orleans, appropriately enough, he an- 
rounced his proposal for a French forcé in 
Lebanon. He had told Americans, he said, 
“that we had an independent policy and 
that this independent policy stemmed from 
our nature, that of a country with 10 cen- 
turies of history.” So, just as Napoleon 111 
was not wholly concerned with humanitarian 
purposes when he sent troops inte Lebanon. 
perhaps the peace-keeping idea was a delid- 
erate assertion of the Independence of 
French policy. 

President Giscard set, as a condition for 
France to play an active part in Lebanon, a 
request from ἃ Lebanése government which 
exercised effective administration. That 
does not exist, and the negative response of 
Kamal Jumblat shows the persistence of the 
paralyzing split in the country. It can be 
guessed, therefore, that the French initiative 
does not hold out 8 solution: for Lebanon's 
tragic and complex dilemma. But if was an 
initiative, and a potentially constructive one 
at a time when Lebanon is ruled by contra- 
dictory and costly negatives. 


The French-US. Connection 


Valery Giscard d‘Estaing, the French Pres- 
jdent, proved himself an extraordinarily 
gracious and articulate guest on his visit to 
Washington. By the care that marked his 
presentation of gifts and by the hospitality 
he offered his hosts, by the warmth and wit 
of his public remarks, by his whole manner 
of respect for the occasion, he demonstrated 


those qualities that Americans admire in the . 


French. If subsequent Bicentennial visits by 
foreign heads of state meet the standard set 
by the first in these respects, this will be a 
Year of spectaculars. 

The problem, however, may be in separat- 
ing out the spectacular from the substantial 
—the birthday party from the business at 
hand, assuming, of course, that there is some 
Dusiness to be done. And that's just our 
point: There is some business to be done 
with Mr. Giscard, from the U.S. point of 
view, and perhaps from the French point of 
view as well. And so we must confess to 2 

* feeling that only m one sense—that having 
to do with sentiment and with the style and 
spirit of the event—was the visit an unqual- 
ifled success. There was, you might say, 
more son than lumiére, Perheps, under the 
circumstances, this was only to be expected. 
For Mr. Giscard, apparently, this was in a 
real sense to be not much more than 2 
splendidly lavish goodwill tour, with no 
larger diplomatic purpose than to explore 
US. attitudes toward France and to convey 
to Americans some softening in French atti- 
tudes from those of the days of Presidents 
Pompidou and De Gaulle. It could hardly 
have escaped his notice thai the United 
States 1s in a state of extraordinary political 
upheaval, or that for at least half of the 
visit President Ford had Michigan and 
Maryland rather more on his mind than 
France. So it probably would not have been 
realistie to expect hard and fast diplomatic 
developments.

Tt should be noted, also, that change would 
not be likely to come swiftly, whatever new, 
post-Gaullist era may be opening up in 
Franco-U.S. relations at the instigation of 
Mr. Giscard, While the traditions and values 
that bind the two nations are firm and en- 
during, their current conditions are not 
exactly the same. In terms of power and in 
terms of a real capacity to control ane’s own 
destiny, especially in the ultimate circum- 
stances of a nuclear war, the two are mark- 
edly dissimilar. If it is sometimes hard for 
Washington to note this disparity without 
veing overbearing, it is harder for Paris to 
note it without a certain apprehension verg- 
Ing on resentment. For the United States, 
the tie with Paris is an important part of 
@ much larger scheme. For France, the tle 
with the United States is central to French 
security. Mr. Giscard is certainly not so 
doggedly determined to deny the asymmetry 
of this relationship or to pretend to literal 
equality as were his immediate predecessors. 
But Americans canndt be blamed for hear- 
ing at least falnt echoes of the past im 
Mr. Giscard's constant reaffirmations of 
France's “independence,” however much this 
may be intended for listeners at home. 

For the United States, the problem in deal- 
ing with France {is to remove irritants in 
relations without ignoring the sources of 
ttitation. And there aré a number of large 
. (and lesser) irritants. When French leaders, 
Including Mr. Giscard, raise public doubts 


about the reliability of the U.S. commit- 
ment to Europe, this does not endear them 
to that considerable body of U.S. opinion 
that feels, in the aftermath of Vietnam, that 
the United States has been honoring its 
commitments in Europe and elsewhere to a 
fault—and well beyond the call of duty. 
With particular respect to NATO, there has 
to be a better way for the French to encour- 
age weary Americans to soldier on in an 
organization that France walked ont of 10 
years ago. There is also the matter of 
indiscriminate and uncoordinated French 
arms sales to countries not famous for their 
stabilizing effect on peace in the world.

But far and away the biggest irritant—if 


that is quite the word for it—is the refusal © 


of the French to temper their. sales of 
dangerous nuclear reprocessing plants with 
ἃ proper concern for the risks of helping 
other countries build their own nuclear 
bombs, Everyone understands that Paris 
has an economic as well as political interest 
in such gales and that it has recently given 
some Signs of acting with a little. more 
restraint. Still, to bear that Mr, Giscard 


merely “exchanged views” with Mr. Ford on - 


the question is to hear, in effect, that there 
has been no significant ¢hange. And the 
real point about this is that even though no 
change may have been possible during so 
short and ceremonial a visit, nobody should 
be lulled: into thinking that the issue is 
not still there, or that it is an issue that can 
safely be ignored indefinitely, It is all very 
well for Mr. Giscard to ignore it in a general 
hailing of “good relations” with the United 
States. But it is not Ukely to be 50 easily 
dismissed by those Americans who see the 
proliferation of nuclear arms not 2s 8. com- 
petitive commercial exercise but as an 
extraordinarily reckless business—a develop- 
ment that, if allowed to proceed unchecked, 
could over time have 2 dangerously destab- 
izing effect on just about every inter- 
national dispute, even between some of the 
smaller nations of the world. The French 
are not alone in this—West Germany is 
equally casual about the particular sort of 
nuclear technology it is ready to make 
available to other countries not now possess- 
ing a capacity to produce nuclear arms. So 
perhaps the solution lies in a proposal 
recently put forward forcefully by Demo- 
cratic candidate Jimmy Carter for some sort 
of high-level, high-powered, three-way ap- 
proach to the problem by the United States, 
France and West Germany. Bicentennial 
visitations, with all their attendant senti- 
ment and ceremony, are probably not weil 
suited for tackling hard questions of this 
sort. But we would argue, nonetheless, that 
there is real danger im allowing the exhilar- 
ation of such occasions to create the impres- 
sion that hard questions, in urgent need of 
answers, do not exist. 

In short, it is altogether fitting in a Bi- 
centennial year to celebrate the French-U.S. 
connection, which had so much to do with 
what we are celebrating in this Bicentennial 
year—it is not even too much to say thal 


we could not have had one without the. 


other. But it ts also worth remembering 
that this connection was forged in the spirit 
of a shared willingness te confront in con- 
cert some very hard questions.

Cadets in Cheating Scandals 
Are Challenging the System

w= POINT, N.Y. (NYT!.— 
The lounge in Grant Hall 
carries pleasant memories for 
generations of West Point grad- 
uates as the site of long-awaited

These days, however, τῷ is the 
scene of more intense encounters 
between cadets and civilian law- 
yers engaged by parents seeking 
to saivage careers: threatened by 
8. cheating scandal. 4 

So far, 49 cadets have been of- 
ficially charged, but many of 
those accused have produced the 
mames of scores of others they 
Say are equally involved. The 
scandal, which now includes evi- 
dence of jury tampering, has 
plunged morale to its lowest point 
in memory. 

Cheating—violation of the hon- 
or code, which says “a cadet will 
not lie, steal or cheat or tolerate 
those who do"—has long been 
considered more widespread than 
indicated by the relatively few 
“found” each year and expelled. 
Even old graduates generally con- 
cede this.

The denial suggested that the 
lawyers submit thetr allegations 
of widespread cheating and bad- 
faith practices by cadet honor 
committees to the honor commit- 
tees themselves, to the appeals 
boards of officers, or to the super- 
intendent, Lt. Gen. Sidney Berry. 

One of the lawyers, who declin- 
ed to be identified, said, “It’s 2 
perfect catch-22, Obviously we're 
ot going to take our charges to 
these agencies, because they are 
who we're accusing of initiating 
or condoning the wrongdoings.” 

All this has created a sense of 
turmoil at the 170-year-old mili- 
tary institution onty a few weeks 
before graduation. 

Cadet Leo Cody, a second. 
classman, reflected on some of 
the turbulence on the post as he 
awaited disciplinary hearings for 
missing a parade a few days ago. 

“I'm involved in the cheating 
business,” he explained, “and 
when they told us we could no 
longer represent the corps I 
thought why should I go to 8 
parade if I can’t represent the 
corps?” ᾿ 

Cadet Cody learned that al- 
though he had lost some of his 
rights—restrictions are imposed 


- immediately after a cadet has 


heen charged—bis obligations to 
the US. Military Academy re- 
mained firmly fixed. 

West Point officials express 
little sympathy with cadets found 
guilty of disciplinary or honor 
violations, arguing that the sys- 
tem is intended to be stressful 
and that the codes are intended 
to strengthen character, honor 
and integrity. Many cadets at 
West Point support this view. 

But there are others who are 
saying now that the codes are 
maintained through fear rather 
than respect, thet “victims” often 
are selected arblirarily, that pro- 
secution is pursued througn dis- 
honest and illegal means and 
that the upper-classmen and of- 
ficers have a vested interest in 
maintaining 8, system they sur- 
vived. 

Cadet Timothy Ringgold, whose 
apparent puvishment for raising 
the question of widespread cheat- 
ing was quickly reversed following 
publication of the case, said that 
“roughly one-third of my [junior] 
class cheated, and the other two- 
thirds tolerated it." 

The Phoenix, Ariz, cadet was 


charged with “toleration” οἵ 
cheating. His “violation” of the 
honor code followed an informal 
discussion with Under Secretary 
of the Army Norman Augustine 
on the subject of the honor code. 
Four days later West Point. offi- 
cials said there was “insufficient 
evidence," and all charges were 
dropped. i 

Capt. Arthur Lincoln, a Wert 
Point lawyer who was threatened 
with being transferred after de- 
fending wnpopular cadet cases, 
had advised cadet. Ringzold. ἔ 

Capt. Lincoln was plessed with 
the official reversal, “They are 
faced with something of a prob- 
lem,” he added, “because if they 
pursued the question of wide- 
Spread cheating in order to con- 
vict Ringgold. they, would bave to 
conduct the investigation we are 
asking for.” 

Capt. Lincoln also confirmed 
another indication of the official 
response to the widespread inter- 
est in West Point's internal prob- 
Jems. He said he had been told 
in the last few days that his 
threatened transfer might now be 
called off. 

“It's not whether you are guilty 
or uot, it's who you know on the 
honor committee,” one of the 
cadets said. Capt. Lincoln, him- 
self a West Point graduate, esti- 
mated that 90 to 95 per cent of 
the cheating incidents at West 
Point went 

The reason for the cheating, 
most cadets agree, is that West 
Poinf imposes extremely severe 
academic standards, with class 
Tank—and its inherent benefits 
after graduation—counting 55 
much for some as simply surviv- 
ing does for others. 

The results are the pattern of 
cheating that begins in high 
school and transfers easily io 
college. “They forget sometimes,” 
a cadet said, referring to the 
academy, “that we are a cross 
section of society, with all its 
good parts and bad parts. Look 
at the business of smoking pot.” 

Marijuana Parties 

Officers confronted a group of 
eadets recently with reports of 
marijuana parties, including a re~ 
cent company picnic, a cadet from 
North Carolina said. Charges 
were not preferred because of in- 
sufficient evidence. 

“We all smoke the stuff, usually 
in the woods,” the cadet said, “and 
every once in a while they race 
those marijuana dogs through the 
barracks while we're at meals, 
sniffing for the pot.” He said that 
it wes obtained by girls from 
Highland Palis and from nearby 
girls’ colleges. 

The cheating scandal remains 
the paramount issue at the acad- 
emy, however. A second-ciass- 
nian said, “The plebes don't know 
what's going on. They're just do- 
ing whet everyone else tells them 
to do. The yearlings [sopho- 
mores] are confused. This whole 
business may affect them the 
most. 

“The first-classmen [seniors] 
are getting ready to graduate. 
They just want to stay out of 
trouble and get out of here, My 
class, we don’t know what to 
think. A lot of our best friends 
are leaving. 

“After graduation, when we get 
the first-classmen out of the way 
and when we're not afraid to say 
anything because the guy above 
you is ready to write it up for an 
honor board, then we'll know. In 
the meantime, everyone's scared. 
But that's the way the system is 
designed.”

Muhammad Ali, neat and trim, 
11 pounds lighter than his last 
publie showing and exactly the 
way he wants to be, still was a 
near victim of too much weight 
today.

One of his entourage said of 
the scene: “Everybody was rush- 
ing in to help him and forgot 
to pick up the board. He was 
the only one who was calm.” And 
Soon afterward, when the near 
disaster had“ become a bad joke, 
Ali was the only one everyone

Ἢ didn't go into the Army be- 
cause of my religion and because 
TI wasn't going to go to any il- 
lJegal war, But if Americans were 
in a just war, I'd volunteer for 
the front lines. I'd do the shuf- 
fling and win the war.” 

There are few people—Dunn 
and his hypnotist are exceptions 
—who expect Ali to lose the bat- 
tle Tuesday. But how charitable 
can he afford to be when he 
Steps into the ring? 

Last month, while beating 
Jimmy Young in Maryland, Ali 
was a slow, chubby champion; 
his timing was poor and he was 
often hit on the jaw. Age does 
that to some people, but Ali has 
never been like the rest. Against 
Young, Ali didn't like bis own 
looks, and since winning the 
15-round decision, "I have worked 
8. miracle.” 

Ali was 231 against Young. 
Knocking out Dunn in one round 
Inay not prove that the cham- 
pion is back in shape. He msy 
not have to be against the nice~ 
guy Englishman, a former para- 
trooper, a family man, a lover 
of Jobn Wayne movies, a dreamer 
and a red-haired Joe Palooka.
